Aguilar, commenting upon and refut­ 
ing assertions in the American note. 
The foreign office statement was 
published 
the same time 
with the 
American note, which was first giv­ 
en to the public. 


The newspapers printed first a par­ 
agraph of President Wilson’s com­ 
munication and then inserted a par­ 
agraph of Secretary Aguilar’s reply, 
answering that particular charge. 


Officials said today the tone of 
Aguilar’s statement was fully justi­ 
fied because of the tone of the Amer­ 
ican note. 
They complain that the 
United States has sent several ex ­ 
tremely 
sharp 
and 
undiplomatic 
notes to the Mex ican government and 
said that they had withheld publi­ 
cation of many of these communica­ 
tions because the 
tendency was to 
stir up hostility to the United States.

( Although many Democrats in the 
rank and file have 
changed 
their 
minds on the tariff question, 
it 
is 
evident that the leaders of the party, 
with whom legislative power rests 
have changed little, if any. 
In his 
keynote speech as Chairman of the 
St. Louis convention, Senator Ollie 


M. James said: 
“The Democratic party undertook 
to enact a new tariff law in keeping 
with the historic principles of the 
Democratic party. 
The Democratic 
party believes that the right of tax­ 
ation can only exist for the purpose 
of raising sufficient revenue to run 
the Government. 
We undertook the 
reformation of the tariff with open 
minds and clean 
hands, 
unowned,, 
unpledged to any 
interest 
except 
that of the public welfare, and we 
are proud of our 
achievement 
in 
wrriting into law the present Under- 
wood-Simmons Tariff bill." 
The historic principle of the Dem­ 
ocratic party since 1876 has been “a 
tariff for revenue only.” 
As a rev- 
enue-produeer the 
Underwood-Sim­ 
mons law has been a sorry failure, 
and a war tax, for a 
country 
at 
peace, was enacted to piece out the 
failing revenues of that law on the 
plea that the war stopped importa­ 
tion. 
In spite of the war, importa­ 
tions for the fiscal year ending June 
30, amounted to over $2,000,00(1,000 
about $300,000,000 greater than the 
record under a 
Republican 
law, 
wdiile customs revenues amounted to 
•about $200,000,000 or $110,000,000 
less than those realized under the 
‘Republican law for the fiscal 
year 
1913. 
Furthermore, the paragraph 
in the 
Undexwood-Simmons 
law, 
providing for free sugar to take ef­ 
fect May 1, 1916, was 
hastily 
re­ 
pealed by the Democrats in April be­ 
cause of the continued failure of the 
tariff law as a revenue producer. Ad- 
'herence to the Democratic principle 
has resulted in direct taxation of 
the people, who pay out of their own 
pockets.

The incentive of high prices caused 
all metal wastes to be more care­ 
fully saved, segrated and refined.” 
Manifestly, the w ar brought pros­ 
perity even to the scrap heap.

lines of industry hoi>e to find a relief 
from labor situation as the result of 
reduction of forces 
in 
munition 
plants. 
Recently 
the newly 
con­ 
structed powder plant at Hopewell, 
Va., laid off 3,500 of its men 
and 
further reduction of the number of 
employes is indicated. 


When war with 
Spain 
was 
de­ 
clared in 1898 thousands of 
young 
men left their employment and went 
to the front in defense of their coun­ 
try. 
When the war was over these 
young soldiers returned home and in 
a majority of cases found their jobs 
tilled by other people and themselves 
out of employment and without pro­ 
spects for the future. 
Such was the 
reward of valor in 1898. 
Today thousands of the principal 
business institutions 
of the country 
are announcing that all members of 
the National Guard who bava re­ 
sponded to the president’s call will 
not only find their jobs waiting for 
them on their return but will have 
their full salaries paid to their fam ­ 
ilies during their absence. 
Such is 
the spirit of 1916. 
A little reflection should convince 
the most skeptical that 
not all 
of 
the patriotism of this country flows 
in the veins of the man with a gun. 
The civilian has his duty to perform, 
and he, too, performs it as the man 
he is. 
The one grasps his gun and goes 
out to tight the battles of his country 
while the other supplies the sinews 
of war with which to fight. 
It is a combination of valor and 
fidelity which in time 
should prove 
invincible. 
Let us hope that such it 
may he.

no demand for labor; 
no 
sales for the products of the farm ; 
no sound of the hammer except that 
of the auctioneer knocking 
down 
property,” is the description Thomas 
Benton, a Democrat, gives of the sit­ 
uation in this country at the close of 
fhe Napoleonic wars when 
Europe 
deluged our markets with her goods. 
If a Republican authority is pre­ 
ferred, here is what Horace Greeley 
said on the same subject:

Britain poured her fabrics, far below 
cost, upon our markets in a perfect 
deluge.

of debt universal.” 
Even President Wilson, in his his­ 
tory, takes cognizance of the situa­ 
tion at that time and says, (see vol­ 
ume three) “It was manifestly inju­ 
rious to every young industry that 
a flood of English imports 
should 
continue to pour into the country at 
the open ports. 
The remedy was a 
protective tariff, such as Mr. Hamil­ 
ton had wished to see at first, and 
the young Republican 
leaders 
of 
Congress did not hesitate to advo­ 
cate and establish it" 
Whatever President Wilson knows 
as a student of history, the Demo­ 
cratic Party does not believe in Pro­ 
tection. 
The present Demoratic tar­ 
iff law affords no Protection to the 
industries of this country. 
Today 
they are protected only by the war 
now in progress on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 
If that the war ends 
with the present tariff law 
still in 
operation, American industries mu^t 
expect to fight for their very exist­ 
ence.

1.—This 
town, 
which back in 1893 saw what is be­ 
lieved to 'have been America’s first 
automobile, now has a new discov­ 
ery to claim its attention—a metal 
that the modest citizens of this place 
claim will revolutionize several in­ 
dustries with the next few years. 
The metal is called stellitz, and is 
already being m anufactured in large 
quantities. 
Some of its properties 
are: 
It is harder than any other metal 
known. 
It will not rust, tarnish, stain or 
corrode. 
Its temper can not be changed by 
any method known to science. 
It is impervious to the action of 
every acid except one. 
The new metal is an alloy of me­ 
tals of the nickel group, and its dis­ 
coverer has called it “stellitz” from 
the latin stella-a star. 
It contains 
no iron, or steel. 
Its uses are many and curious. 
The local company has been mak­ 
ing laethe tools of it, but jewelers, 
scientists, surgeons and others are 
exhibiting much interest in the dis­ 
covery. 
One fountain pen concern 
is using it to tip its pen points, in 
place of platinum. 
The fact that it 
cannot tarnish, and is of exceptional 
hardness, has made it attractive to 
cutlery m anufacturers. It is assert­ 
ed that a knife made of stellitz will 
hold an edge, without resharpening, 
for hundreds of years. 
The 
local 
company is projecting its m anufac­ 
ture of an important scale. 
In the 
meantime many scientific and semi- 
scientific publications are according 
it serious attention. 
Elwood Ilaynes, credited by many 
people with the invention of the au­ 
tomobile, and at least one of the pio­ 
neers in this industry, discovered 
stellitz. 
Haynes is a scientific and 
metalurgist of national reputation.

10 iron, or steel. 


Its uses are many and curious. 
The local company has been mak- 


ing laethe tools of it, but jewelers, 
cientists, surgeons and 'others are 
•xhibiting much interest in the dis- 
overy. One fountain pen concern 
s using it to tip its pen points, in 
jlaee of platinum.

DETAILED REPORT TO BE MADE 


Washingtoun, July 1.—The State 


'Department of Geology will co-oper- 
ate this season with the U. S* De- 
partment of Agriculture in the 
soii 


surveys of Benton and Porter coun- 
ties. The work will be begun in the 
near future, it is expected. Under 
the co-operative arrangement adopt- 
ed for these soil surveys, each insti- 
tution pays the salaries and ex- 
penses of its own men, while the 
Federal Government bears the 
ex- 


pense of inspecting the work and 
publishing the report for each coun- 
ty. 


This report will be accompanied 


by a large map showing in cotors 
the location of the various kinds of 
soils with reference to roads, schools 
churches, watercourses, and other 
features of the county. The nature 
of the soils, their adaptability for 
various crops and suggestions for 
the most advantageous use of ferti- 
lizers will also be discussed in detail 
together with full information on ex- 
isting agricultural conditions. Sev- 
eral months will be required to pre- 
pare the report and map after the 
survey has been completed.
